CONGRESS PASSES 
BIGGER NAVY BIL 


Five Battle Cruisers, Four Scouts, 
Ten Destroyers, 50 Divers and 
130 Aeroplanes to Be Built 


Washington.—The second of the big 
preparedness measures, a naval appro- 
priation bill, larger by many millions 
than any ever before considered in 
Congress, passed the House June 2 
almost unanimously. 

It carries a building program for 
next year of five battle cruisers, four 
scout cruisers, ten destroyers, fifty 
submarines and 130 aeroplanes; pro- 
vides for a Government armor plate 
plant; authorizes an increase of nearly 
17,000 enlisted men, and appropriates 
a total of. $269,900,000. 

As passed, the bill is in substan- 
tially the same form as framed by the 
Naval Committee. 

Only a few amendments were 

adopted during a week of debate, and 
a final effort by Republican leaders to 
have the measure recommitted, with 
instructions to add two battleships, 
two scout cruisers and ten destroyers, 
was beaten, 189 to 183. 
The fight for an increase in the 
building program, at least by the ad- 
dition of two battleships, will be re- 
newed in the Senate, when the meas- 
ure is taken up there late this month, 
and administration leaders believe it 
will be successful. . 

Only four representatives voted 
against the passage of the bill, to 358 
favoring it, and as the roll call pro- 
gressed the overwhelming majority of 
“ayes” stirred the Democrats to re- 
peated cheering. 

The four negative votes were cast 
by Representative Browning of New 
Jersey, Graham of Pennsylvania, Re- 
publicans; Randall of California, Pro- 
hibitionist, and London of New York, 
Socialist. 

The two dreadnaughts recommended 
by Secretary Daniels were stricken out 
of the bill by the House committee 
and an additional battle cruiser sub- 
stituted as a compromise to meet the 
demands of the so-called “little navy” 
men. 

Other provisions added during de- 
bate carry $11,000,000 for a govern- 
ment armor plate plant; $7,000,000 
for enlargement of the Navy Yards, 
particularly at Boston, Philadelphia, 
Norfolk and Puget Sound, where bat- 
tleships will be built; $2,700,000 for 
increasing the navy’s personnel, and 
$1,500,000 for aeroplanes.

From the Emperor down the feel- 
ing is one of the greatest elation, 
mixed with astonishment. The Ger- 
Mans had believed it possible that 
their ‘young navy’ might hold its 
own, ship for ship, with Britain’s vet- 
erans of the sea, but none _ had 
thought it possible it could deliver a 
crushing defeat to a superior force. 

Friday afternoon, June 2, in the 
Reichstag, Admiral Hebbinghaus, 


Zeppelins took part in the conflict, 
which raged during the afternoon of 
Wednesday, May 31, and until day- 
break on Thursday, June 1. 

The British ships lost were manned 
by approximately 7,000 men; more 
than 2,000 men were aboard the 
German vessels put down. 

The British ships lost cost approxi- 
mately $70,000,000 to build; the 
German ships $20,000,000. 

At 11 o’clock Friday night, June 
2, the British censor refused to pass 
further accounts of the battle. 

The British destroyers Tipperary, 
Turbulent, Fortune, Sparrowhawk 
and Arden were lost and six others 
have not been accounted for. The 
cruisers Defence and Black Prince 
also were sunk and the cruiser War- 
rior was disabled. 

The British battle cruisers Queen 
Mary, Indefatigable and Invincible 
were sunk. 

The German Admiralty statement 
also declares that the British battle- 
ship Marlborough was hit by a tor- 
pedo, this being confirmed by the 
prisoners rescued. Several of the 
German ships rescued parts of the 
crews of the British ships which were 
sunk, they including, it is said, two 
mén from the Indefatigable, the only 
survivors from that ship. . 

On the German side the small 
cruiser Wiesbaden was sunk by gun 
fire and the Pommern was sent to

London.—Six Zeppelins participated 
in the naval engagement off the coast 
of Jutland May 31, according to a dis- 
patch from Copenhagen to the “Daily 
Mail.” One of the dirigibles, the L-24, 
was hit several times and badly dam- 
aged, the report says, but she was 
able to reach the Schleswig coast. 
Several of her men were wounded, 
and all of her supplies had to be 
thrown overhoard. 


ARTILLERY CAMP AT COLONIA DUBLAN 


Weekly Summary of World's News 


FRENCH 


unication tonight says: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
there has been great activity on the 
part of the two artilleries in the sec- 
tor of Hill 304 and betwéen Le Mort 
Homme and the Meuse. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the Germans attempted against our 
positions between the Vaux pond 
and the village of Damloup a power- 
ful offensive action, which lasted the 
whole of the day. Continuous at- 
tacks, carried out by compact 
masses, followed one another in this 
region. The magnificent Yesistance 
of our troops withstood the efforts of 
the enemy. 

“To the west of Fort Vaux, our 
counter-attacks against every Ger- 
man attack stopped all progress by 
our adversary in front of the Vaux 
fort, which the Germans were bent 
on carrying at any price. The fight- 
ing reached unprecedented violence. 
The attacking columns were mown 
down by our guns and machine guns 
and suffered enormous losses. 

“The German masses which were 
coming to reinforce the battalions 
engaged in the fighting were caught 
under the fire of our heavy batteries. 
They retreated in disorder as far as 
Dieppe. . 

“In the sector of Damloup, at the 
foot of the Cote de Meuse, the enemy 
succeeded in penetrating a village, 
the largest part of which is in our 
hands. The artillery fighting con- 
tinues very violent on the whole of 
the right bank of the Meuse.” 

Paris, June 1.—The official communi- 
cation tonight says: ‘ 

“On the left bank of the Meuse there 
was an intermittent bombardment in 
the region of the Avocourt wood and 
Le Mort Homme. 

“On the right bank, after,a very vio- 
lent artillery preparation, the enemy 
attacked our positions from the Thiau- 
mont farm as far as Vaux:. After sev- 
eral fruitless assaults, the enemy suc- 
ceeded in penetrating our trenches of 
the first line between Fort Douaumont 
and Vaux Pond. Everywhere else the 
German attacks were broken by the 
fire of our machine guns, which 
caused heavy losses to the enemy. 

“There was less artillery activity on 
‘the rest of the front. 


“Aviation: This afternoon a group 
of German aeroplanes dropped several 
bombs on the open town of Bar Ie Duc. 
Eighteen of the civilian population 
were killed, of whom two were women 
and four children. Twenty-five per- 
sons were wounded, among whom 
were six women and eleven children. 

“An aviatik attacked by one of our 
aeroplanes was compelled to land in 
our lines south of Bernecourt, in the 
region of Toul. The two enemy avia- 
tors were taken prisoners.” 

BRITISH 

London, June 2.—The official state- 
ment issued at midnight says: 

“Our aeroplanes yesterday had a 
long running fight with three hostile 
machines. One of the latter was driven 
down. One of ours is missing. 

“During the night hostile aircraft 
dropped eight bombs on Poperinghe 
without damage. 

“Throughout the day there was con- 
tinuous and heavy shelling by the 
British and German guns of all cali- 
bers in the neighborhood of Vimy 
ridge, the fire at times becoming in- 
tense. The artillery action extended 
to a minor degree in the direction of 
Loos, Ypres and the River Somme. 

“Except for ordinary trench activ- 
ity, there was no infantry engage- 
ment in the past twenty-four hours.” 


LOUIS ROESCH, HEAD 
OF PRINTING FIRM, DIES 


San Francisco.—Louis Roesch, head 
of the Louis Roesch Company, litho- 
graphers and printers, and a familiar 
figure in the commercial life of San 
Francisco for years, died June 2 at the 
family home, 2531 Howard street. 

Roesch was a_ native of Stuttgart, 
Germany, and settled..in (this country 
at an early age. He had &n extensive 
acquaintance in the business commun- 
ity of San Francisco. He is survived 
by his son, Louis Roesch, Jr. 


Corinto, Nicaragua.—Several Ameri- 
can citizens and British subjects have 
been killed at Talara, Peru, by strik- 
ing employes of the London-Pacific 
Petroleum Company, according to an 
unsigned wireless message from the 
steamer Somer to the United States 
cruiser Raleigh at this port, June 2.

EUROPEAN WAR ZONE “ITEMS 


GERMAN 

Berlin, June 2.—The official state- 
ment today says: 

“Western front: After an increase 
of artillery fire and preliminary mine 
explosions a strong British force at- 
tacked, last night, west and south- 
west of Givenchy. Such as had not 
been forced to withdraw with heavy 
losses by our curtain of fire were 
driven back after hand-to-hand fight- 
ing. 

“On the west bank of the Meuse 
the French repeatedly attacked 
without success. 

“On the east bank we stormed 
Caillet wood and trenches adjoining. 
An enemy counter-attack this morn- 
ing, with strong forces, southwest of 
Vaux wood, failed. Up to the pres- 
ent seventy-six officers, 2,000 men, 
three cannon and at least twenty- 
three machine guns have been cap- 
tured. 

“Southwest of Lille a British aero- 
plane, with its occupants, fell into 
our hands undamaged. A_ French 
single-seat battle machine was 
brought down in an aerial engage- 
ment over Marre ridge. Further- 
more, one biplane was brought down 
within our reach over Vaux, and 
another west of Moerchingen. 

“Eastern front: A successful Ger- 
man reconnoitering advance on the 
front south of Smorgen resulted in 
the capture of a few dozen prisoners. 
Southeast of Lake Drisviaty a Rus- 
sian aeroplane was destroyed.” 

Berlin, June 1.—The text of today’s 
official statement follows: 

“Western front: Lively artillery 
activity continued yesterday north and 
south of Lens. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
French brought forward considerable 
forces in the evening for an attack on 
Dead Man Hill and Gaurettes: Height. 
Southeast of Dead Man Hill the 
French obtained a foothold in our 
first-line trenches over a salient of 400 
meters. Otherwise their repeated as- 
saults were repulsed with the heaviest 
losses. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
the artillery duels continue. 

“East of Ober-Sept (southwest of 
Altkirch) a German _ reconnoitering 
detachment penetrated into French 
positions over a width of about 350 
meters and a depth of about 300 
meters, and returned with booty and 
prisoners. 

“A British biplane was brought 
down west of Cambrai in an aerial 
battle. The occupants, who were 
officers, were wounded and taken pris- 
oners. 


“Balkan front: A weak attack by 
the enemy at the southern end of Lake 
Doiran was repulsed. Near Brest, 
northeast of Lake Some, Serbians in 
British uniforms were taken prisoner. 

“The French communique of May 29 
stated that on May 25 five German 
aeroplanes were destroyed by French 
aviators and anti-aircraft guns. For 
a long time we have not corrected 
enemy communiques, but here, where 
the utility of the young branch of the 
service is concerned, we state that 
neither on the date mentioned nor 
during the preceding week had a sin- 
gle German aeroplane been lost 
through enemy action.”

Colonia Dublan, Mexico.—The con- 
ference between General Gabriel Ga- 
vira, commander of Northern Chihua- 
hua, and General J. J. Pershing, in 
charge of the punitive expedition, 
ended June 1 “very satisfactorily,” in 
the words of General Pershing to the 
press correspondents.

Salt a Necessity [PALOMEL MAKES 


for Dairy Cows 


Deprived of It for Long, They Sud- 
denly Suffer Complete 
Breakdown. 


EXPERIMENTS REVEAL 
INTERESTING FACTS. 


Salting of Hay in Stacking or Baling 
Now Considered Excellent 
Plan. 


Experiments conducted at the Wis- 
consin State Experiment Station prove 
conclusively that sait should be supplied 
to dairy cows unless the ration fur- 
nishes a sufficiency thereof. It is cal- 
culated that the minimum quantity in 
the food to keep a cow of 1000 Ibs, live 
weight in flourishing health is that 
which is equivalent to % oz. of salt per 
day, and that a cow in milk needs as 
much more as will restore the propor- 
tion removed in the milk, namely, a lit- 
tle over % oz. of salt for every 20 lbs, 
of milk. ; 

The conclusions from these experi- 
ments are briefly as follows: 

‘“In every case the cows exhibited an 
abnormal appetite for salt after having 
been deprived of it for 2 or 3 weeks, but 
in no case did the health of the animal, 
as shown by the general appearance, the 
live weight, or the yield of milk, ap- 
pear to be affected until a much longer 
time had elapsed. This period of im- 
munity varied with individual cows 
from less than a month to more than a 
year. There was finally reached a con- 
dition of low vitality in which a sudden 
and complete breakdown occurred. 
This stage was marked by logs of appe- 
tite, a generally haggard. appearance, 
lusterless eyes, a rough coat, and a 
very rapid decline in both live weight 
and yield of milk. If salt was supplied 
at this period recovery was rapid. In 
oné case potassium Chlorid was given in- 
stead of common salt (sodium chlorid.) 
Considerable of the potassium salt was 
eaten, though cows ordinarily refuse to 
touch it, and recovery followed as 
quickly as when common salt was sup- 
plied—evidence that not the lack of the 
sodium but the lack of chlorin was re- 
sponsible for the troubles. The break- 
down due to the lack of sait usually oe- 
curred after calving, when the milk 
flow was heavy, and generally the cows 
giving the largest amount of milk were 
the first to show distress. ’’ : 

Farmers who salt their hay when 
stacking or baling have found the plan 
an excellent and profitable one. The 
salt more than pays for itself in the 
increased weight of the hay, and be- 
sides improving the feed, it removes 
the danger of musting by checking the 
growth of molds when the moisture con- 
tent of the hay is high.

It is 
founded on loving kindness, the lov- 
ing kindness of the Moabitess re- 
vealed to her family, and the loving 
kindness of Boaz, the wealthy Israel- 
ite, to Ruth, his kinswoman. It also 
contains the germ of that great-heart- 
edness which is the center of the gos- 

pel of Christian love. 

It is a book that opens with tears 
and famine and ends with the sound 
of wedding bells. The story turns 
upon the straightforwardness of Boaz, 
who showed kindness and manliness 
to Ruth, a member of a nation that 
was Israel’s foe, and in that kindness 
founded a new house, the house of 
Jesse and David, the royal line that 
begat a greater than Dayid. 

It was first the mingling of the 
blood of the Jew and Gentile, symbol- 
ic of the cosmopolitan width of the 
Christian. religion. It was the sign 
that that religion was not to be found- 
ed upon wealth, or upon social caste, 
but upon the large, wholesome love 
of the human heart. Boaz is immor- 
tal among Bible heroes for his kind- 
ness, his plain, everyday generosity, 
his sense of protection and care for 
the lonely, unprotected Moabitish girl, 
his dead kinsman’s wife, who in her 
poverty gleaned in his harvest field 
after the reapers. Boaz gave order 
to his reapers that they should allow 
her to glean even among the sheaves 
of barley, and by his large-hearted- 
ness gained a wife, and, more than 
that, made a place for himself in that 
immortal company who are renowned 
for naught but for being kind.—Chris- 
tian Herald.

It 
seems, therefore, that this garbage 
can be disposed of most advantageous- 
ly by returning it to the soil in the 
form of fertilizer.
